2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Image correction apparatus has been in existence at least as long as the camera 
with image motion and direction compensation taught by Fuller [U.S. 3,744,387]. 
However, there is no prior art device that contains a sight line direction information 
detection section, driving section, image pickup attitude information detection section in 
conjunction with aircraft attitude information detection section and a correction section. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant’s disclosure. 

Ansley [U.S. 5,414,521] is a dynamic distortion correction apparatus. 

Wight [U.S. 5,523,887] stabilizes an imaging system with a fixed lens assembly. 
Lareau et al [U.S. 6,088,055] includes pitch rate image motion compensation. 
Lareau et al [U.S. 6,130,705] uses range information for controlling the 
adjustment of a zoom lens. 

Partynski et al [U.S. 6,477,326] is a framing reconnaissance camera.
